THIRTEEN DAYS ADRIFT 
ALMOST WITHOUT FOOD 


Day by Day, Death Preyed 


on the Fifteen Sailors Until | 


Eleven Were Gone—Then 
the Seneca Appeared and 
Rescued the Remaining 
Four. 


Boston, May 17.—Four survivors of 
a boat load of fifteen who escaped in 
the third boat of the freight steamer 
Columbian, burned at'sea May 3, were 
picked up today by the United States 
revenue cutter Seneca forty miles south 
of Sable Island, according to a dispatch 
received here from the cutter tonight. 

Chewed Boot Leather. 

When their ‘short allowance of bis- 
cuit and water had failed the men 
maintained life by chewing boot leath- 
er and the few. stray crumbs of hard- 
tack. Rainwater served them when 
their water-cask went dry. The first 
two days after drifting away from the 
Columbian they saw three steamers, 
too far away to be signaled. 

The dispatch from Captain Johnston, 
of the Seneca, follows: 

‘Ten a. m., forty miles south of 
Sable Island, rescued lifeboat with 
Officer Robert Teire, Sailors Oscar 
Kendal, Peter Belanger, Fireman 
Michael Ludwigsen, survivors of 
fifteen. Oiler George Hull died 
tenth; Peter Triel today; others 
between—all died of exposure and 
hunger. Short allowance, biscuit 
and water. Eating biscuit crumbs 
and boot leather when rescued. Saw 
three steamers first two days; none 
since. Much —_ paw} today. All

Thirteen Days of Horror. 

Halifax, N. 8. May 17.—After thir- 
teen days of terrible suffering in an 
open boat, four survivors of the freight 
steamer. Columbian were picked up in 
thé north Atlantic by the United States 
revenue cutter Seneca today. 

Eleven others of the boat’s crew, 
which left the Columbian when she was 
burned south of Sable Island, May 3, 
had succumbed to injuries and priva- 
tions and their bodies had been thrown 
overboard. The death roll of the lost 
freighter now stands at fifteen. 

Twenty-seven other members ‘of the 
crew were saved by the Cunard liner 
Franconia and the steamer Manhattan 
after two days of exposure. The men 
snatched from death by the Seneca to- 
day were the first officer, whose name 
was not given in the radio dispatch 
from that vessel; Seamen Robert Tiere, 
Oscar Kendal and Peter Belanger, and 
Fireman Michael Ludwigsen. The Sene- 
ca reported that she expected to reach 
Halifax tomorrow morning. 

Limit of Endurance. 

The survivors had lived on a few 
ship’s biscuits and a cask of water, 
which long since had been exhausted. 
They had gone the limit of human en- 
durance. Hope for this missing third 
boat had been abandoned after a dozen 
trans-Atlantic liners searched for five 
days within a wide radius of the spot 
where the Columbian burst into flames. 
To seafaring men, it seemed impos-~ 
sible that a small boat could pass 
through the series of gales that since 
have swept the waters in which the 
boat has drifted and the news that the 
Seneca had picked up survivors was re- 
cébved almost incredulously here. 

Although the survivors were too 
weak from their suffering to tell the 
story completely, the revenue cutter’s 
officers gathered that some of the fif- 
teen who had hastily piled into the 
third boat had been so badly burned 
that they died within the first few days. 
It"was decided to lighten the boat by 
casting the bodies overboard. 

Dwindled Day by Day. 

Some who had tumbled from their 
bunks at the first explosion and had 
rushed on deck half clothed succumbed 
to the cold; others weakened by hun- 
ger and thirst gradually sank into 
lethargy that was scarcely to be dis- 
tinguished from death. Somehow the 
survivors managed to keep the boat 
head-on to the seas when the weather 
became rough, but for the past few 
days little or no effort could be made 
to guide the craft. Day by day the 
number dwindled until the five who 
were left sank limply to the bottom 
of the boat and awaited the end. 

When the lookout of the Seneca, 
scanning the horizon for bergs on the 
ice patrol, sighted the small boat 
through his glasses not a sign of life 
was seen. The Seneca put on all speed 
and racing to the lifeboat, sent her 
gig alongside. The emaciated surviv- 
ors were quickly transferred to the 
deck of the cutter and brandy forced 
between the parched lips. 

As all the men were in apparent 
need of hospital attention, the Seneca 
was pushed under forced draught to 
Halifax, the nearest port. The Seneca 
will reach here some time tomorrow.

RECOUNT OF VOTES 


TO BEGIN TUESDAY 


Candidates Will Be Allowed 
in the Room Merely as 
Spectators. 


Under a resolution approved by the 
Fulton County Democratic Executive 
committee, the sub-committee com- 
posed of Albert  D. Thomson, chairman; 
J. O.. Cochran, secretary, and George 
M. Hope and Albert Howell, will be- 
gin a recount of all the ballots cast 
for T. J. Hightower, Jr., and Charles 
G. Turner for county commissioners, 
in the recent election. 

The committee will begin the count 
at 9 o’clock Tuesday morning, and will 
examine the ballots cast in every vot- 
ing precinct in the entire county. Un- 
der rules adopted by the sub-commit- 
tee, the candidates will, have no ac- 
tive part in the count \and will be 
allowed in the room merély as spec- 
tators. 

Chairman Thomson stated yesterday 
that the sub-committee will make a 
most careful and painstaking count of 
the ballots. 

The committee has adopted the fol- 
lowing rules to govern the count: 

“A recount of the ballots cast for Messrs. 
T. J. Hightower, Jr., and Charles G. 
Turner, in the race for county cemmission- 
er, in the primary of May 6, 1914, is-here- 
by ordered to begin Tuesday morning, May 
19, at 9 o’clock, in the committee room, 
fourth floor of the city hall. 

“Ballots counted will be required to be 
in strict conformity to the rules governing 
said primary. 

“All ballots will first be counted by the 
subcommittee, and then checked and verified 
by the representatives of the contestants. 
Those admittéd to the committee room will 
include only the representatives of the con- 
testants (three each), members of the sub- 
committee, the custodian of the city hall, 
who is also custodian of the ballot boxes, the 
managers from a particular precinct if they 
so desire, during the recount of that pre- 
cinct, and the contestants. 

“Contestants will not be allowed to handle 
any of the ballots, and shall not object 
to any proceedings except in writing, which 
objections must be filed and particulars 
given then and not at a later date. 

“No one will be allowed to see the vot- 
ers’ lists except for the purpose ertain- 
ing the total number ef votes st in a 
particular precinct. 

“No one shall be allowed to have pencils, 
pens, or erasers in his possession during 
the recount. Pencils or pens only to be 
used after the recount of a particular pre- 
cinct to indicate the number of votes re- 
ceived by each contestant in that precinct.”

WOMEN TEAGHERS 
T0 GET INGREASES 


School Board Will Be 
Urged to Make Necessary 
Changes in Time for the 
June Budget. 


Following. the adoption of the reso- 
lution tncreasing the pay of Atlanta's 
women school teachers by the general 
council, the school board will be urged 
at its next meeting to prepare the 
June budget so that the increase can 
be met on January 1, 1915, in accord- 
ance with the resolution. 

The measure was introduced in coun- 
cil by Alderman Jesse M. Armistead 
and Councilman C. D. Knight, and was 
adopted only because of the strenuous 
campaign waged by the authors since 
the first of the year. Council passed 
the resolution at the last regular meet- 
ing, and the aldermanic board approved 
it shortly afterwards. 

Heretofore, the teachers in the Girls’ 
high and the English Commercial high 
schools wre required to start on the 
meager salary of $900 per annum, and 
after seven years’ service the maximum 
pay reached the $1,200 mark. On the 
other hand, teachers in the Boys’ high 
school started in on a salary of $1,470 
—considerably more than the women 
teachers received after seven years’ 
service—and the maximum was fixed 
by the law at $1,800. 

Under the Armistead-Knight resolu- 
tion the teachers in the girls’ schools 
will start in on the same scale of sal- 
ary as the teachers in the Boys’ high 
schools... Those who are not receiving 
$1,470 on January 1, 1915, will have 
their salaries increased to that amount, 
and the others will be increased on the 
basis of time served. 

Councilman Knight has been at work 
since the first of the year mustering 
support in aid of the teachers, and 
when Mayor Woodward appointed Al- 
derman Jesse Amistead as chairman of 
the school committee, the latter joined 
Councilman Knight in the campaign 
and drafted several measures. There 
was some difficulty in getting the 
measures adopted on account of the 
law and the rules of the school board.

CENTRAL MEETING HELD 
AT BAPTIST TABERNACLE 


“Awakening in Religious 
Matters Needed in Every 
City in America,” Declares 
Dr. Weston Bruner. 


What it is planned to make _ the 
greatest religious campaign which has 
ever been seen in Atlanta was begun 
Sunday. In every Baptist church in 
the city special revival services were 
begun simultaneously. Fifty evangel- 
ists and religious workers from all 
parts of the south have been gathered 
in Atlanta to aid in the religious 
awakening which is hoped for. 

At each Baptist church in Atlanta 
Sunday morning .the evangelist who 
has been assigned to that particular 
chureh was introduced to the congre- 
gation by the pastor, and preached the 
opening sermon of the campaign. 

Congregations from each of the 
churches gathered at the Baptist tab- 
ernacle in the afternoon in the first 
of the central meetings to be held. 
There each of the evangelists who will 
participate in the campaign in Atlanta 
were introduced _ to the combined 
ehurches of the city. 

The plans for the campaign were 
outlined in a sermon by Rev. E. V. 
Lamb, of East St. Lowis, who is con- 
nected with the evangelical depart- 
ment of the Baptist church. The meet- 
ing was presided over by Rev. Dr. 
Weston Bruner, who will direct the 
meetings. 

This Is Atlanta’s Time. 

“Atlanta does not need ae revival 
more than other cities throughout the 
country,” said Dr. Bruner, “but there 
is not a tity in America today which 
does not need an awakening in re- 
ligious matters. We believe that this 
is the appointed time for Atlanta.” 

From the text, “Salvation will He 
appoint for walls and bulwarks,” Mr. 
Lamb delivered a sermon in which he 
pointed out the need for the salvation 
of the cities of America, and the ne~ 
cessity for combined efforts to that 
end.

Former President Thinks, 
Wisiaiie Offer of Media- 
tion and Its Acceptance an 
Important Step for Future. 


| WILSON IS CRITICISED 


FOR AIDING THE REBELS 


Taft Says There Is Little 
Popular Enthusiasm for 
War, but That Mexico Has 
Become an International 
Nuisance. 


17.—William H. 
Taft gave his views the Mexican 
situation today in an address at the 
Free Synagogue’s celebration of peace 
Sunday. While the former president 
expressed little hope that the pending 
mediation conference would accom- 
plish its immediate purpuse, he _ de- 
clared the offer of mediation and the 
United States’ acceptance was an 
portant step toward the future 
tlement of international difficulties in 
the western hemisphere. 
No Popular Cry For War. 

The former president asserted that 
there was no popular pressure for a 
military policy which the administra- 
tion cannot resist. He said that. the 
people were determined to do 
duty, even should that duty involve 
war. But for war, he added, the peo- 
ple at present have little énthusiasm. 

Mr. Taft criticised the Wilson ad- 
ministration for aid which, he said, 
the administration had given to the 
Mexican constitutionalists. “It is my 
judgment,” he said, “that if, in oue 
course toward Mexico during the past 
year, we had not exerted such direct 
influence. as’ We bave, to ain one of 
the contending parties, we should not 
now be so near general interventfon 
and war.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Taft called on all 
Americans to aid the president in his 
efforts to find peace. 

Mr. Taft took the place 
Secretary of State Bryan, whose du- 
ties at Washington prevented him 
from fulfilling an engagement to ad- 
dress the congregation on “Interna-

He point- 
ed out that the Russian-Japanese war 
was settled through mediation and 
that interference by an outside power 
in an international dispute was no 
longer regarded as an tnfriendly act. 

Mr. Taft's Speech. 

Mr. Taft's speech follows in part: 

“With our dreadnoughts and our 
other battleships assembled at Tam- 
pico, Vera Cruz and Mazatlan: with 
5,0000 or more of the regular army in 
possession of a Mexican city and with 
the rest of our available force assem- 
bling at convenient strategic points 
for possible further invasion of Mexi- 
can territory, it may occur to some 
that it is not appropriate to have a 
peace Sunday or to hold a peace meet- 
ing. For those of us, however, who 
hope that we may not be involved in 
further war-like activity, or in actual 
war, there could be no time more fit- 
ting for an expression of that hope. 

“This is not a time for wishing that 
the past had been otherwise, but it is 
a time for candor and for a clear un- 
derstanding of the situation. With 
deference to the views of others, it is 
my judgment that if, in our course to- 
ward Mexico during the last year, we 
had not exerted ‘such diréct influence 
as we have, to aid one of the contend- 
ing parties, we would not now be so 
near general intervention and war. Nor 
would we have been so responsible 
for law and order in Mexico to the 
world, as we are now likely to be if a 
new government comes into power 
through our influence. But not for 
this reason can I or any one who 
agrees with me in this, fail to approve 
and applaud every honorable effort 
that our government can make and is 
making to avoid intervention and 
further conflict. 


The Disease of Revolution. 


“I yield to no man tn my earnest de- 
sire for peace and in my detestation of 
war, but an advocacy of peace that ig- 
nores conditions and takes no note of 
what is practical is futile and ineffect- 
ive. Threatened war between two sta- 
ble nations is much easier to deal with 
than such a condition as confronts us 
in Mexico. Il am glad to feel that there 
is a noteworthy movement toward the 
adoption of practical machinery for 
avoiding war between responsible gov- 
ernments. But what we havé ts con- 
tend with in Mexico, however, is the 
disease of revolution. Eighty per cent 
of the people are ignorant and illiter- 
ate.

The Mexican delegates today receiv- 
ed newspaper men courteously but 
without breaking their rule of silence 
concerning their mission. The state 
department had engaged quarters for 
the delegates, but they courteously in- 
Sisted that they must pay their own 
bills. 

It was learned trom quarters in close 
touch with the three Mexicans that they 
are decidedly optimistic concerning the 
chances for mediation. Mexicans and 
other persons who talked with them 
described their attitude as follows: 

The Mexican delegates are said to 
realize that the present administration 
in Mexico City is fast crumbling, and 
that the choice of someone to succeed 
Huerta is inevitable. 

But conceding the retirement of 
Huerta, the delegates are said ‘to be 
most interested in the vital question of 
what is to follow; what guarantees 
are to be obtained against possible 
confiscation of property by the in- 
vading constitutionalists; protection 
against conditions of anarchy and what 
kind of a government that will be sta- 
ble and will secure world-wide recog- 
nition can be set up. 

Persons close to the delegates empha-

Those close to President Wilson and 
Secretary Bryan said the question to 
be mediated no longer is the failure of 
Huerta to salute, or the offenses com- 
mitted against the dignity of the 
United States, but the broad question 
of pacifying Mexico. Those who know 
the viewpoint of the Washington gov- 
ernment best declared American troops 
will not be withdrawn from Vera Cruz 
until a stable government is estab- 
lished or is in sight in Mexico City. 

The Huerta delegates were much in- 
terested in their informal talks in 
what the probable attitude of the con- 
stitutionalists would be toward media- 
tion.

AMERICANS COLLECT 
DUTIES AT VERA CRUZ 


Vera Cruz, Mex., May 17.—The cus- 
toms house reports show that 25,000 
pesos ($8,000) in gold, was collected 
yesterday on inbound shipments, mak- 
ing a total of more than 100,000 pesos 
received since the occupation. Ware- 
houses are jammed with goods, largely 
consigned to interior points. It is esti- 
mated that the goods in storage 
amount in value to 1,000,000 pesos. They 
consist principally of mining machin- 
ery and general merchandise and 
liquors. No attempt has been made 
by interior merchants to get their 
goods through. Evidence of irregulari- 
ties in the Mexican customs adminis- 
tration has been uncovered. 

The postoffice is getting on a regular 
basis. A dozen Mexican carriers make 
deliveries throughout the city daily. 
Inspector Robinson, in charge of the 
postoffice, hopes to establish a regular 
mail exchange with Mexico City in a 
few days. Former Postmaster Munoz 
is at the capital endeavoring to com- 
plete arrangements. 

Several hundred sacks of European 
mail destined for Mexico City are piled 
in the postoffice. Nearly 1,000 sacks 
have been delivered at the break in the 
Mexican railway line and the receipt of 
the federal officer taken. A report 
that these had not been forwarded to 
the capital led to the suspension of 
further deliveries to the outposts until 
some definite arrangement was made. 
It was reported that some mail had 
been burned by federal soldiers but it 
is thought probable that onyy the 
newspapers were destroyed. 

The American postmaster has asked 
Washington if he may be permitted to 
establish a postal savings bank. United 
States stamps are required on all out- 
bound mail but Mexican or United

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Rich Soils of First Importance 
in Making Good Crops. 


(From The Progressive Farmer.) 

If the friend who good naturedly 
chides us for underestimating the im- 
portance of carefully selected seeds 
and of thorough preparation and good 
cultivation of the soi], in what he 
terms our “zeal in urging the improve- 
ment of our soils,”’ will try the fol- 
lowing experiment he will be con- 
vinced of the importance of a fertile 
soil, and will probably get our point 
of view. 

Let him take two fields, one rich, or 
producing an average of 50 bushels of 
corn per acre, and the other poor, 
producing an average of 15 bushels 
per acre. Let him plow and prepare 
the poor field the best he can, with the 
best team and the best implements 
possible to obtain. Let him put all 
the intelligence of his trained white 
brain into the selection of seed, the 
planting and the cultivating of the 
crop on this poor acre. 

In charge of the rich field let him 
put the most ignorant negro, with an 
800-pound mule and nothing but a one- 
horse turning plow and a hoe with 
which to prepare and cultivate the 
crop. Also let this same ignorant 
negro go to the crib and get his seed 
corn from the nubbins left there by 
planting time and plat this seed in his 
own primitive way. When harvest 
time comes his poor field, with all his 
intelligence, his improved implements 
and his carefully selected seed, will 
not have produced more than one-half 
the crop of the rich or fertile field,

The history of skyscrapers, con- 
trary to the belief of the general pub- 
lic, dates back to ancient Rome, where 
the tenement house had quite as many 
evils as it has today, according to the 
Construction News. 

So great was the 
houses in ancient Rome, and so badly 
were they constructed, that in A. D. 
69 Emperor Otho, when marching 
against Vitellus, found his way barred 
for twenty miles by the ruins of tene- 
ment houses undermined by inunda- 
tion. 

The spontaneous collapse of tene- 
ment houses at that time was so fre- 
quent an occurrence that it cause but 
“ittle excitement. Tenants were con- 
stantly fearing cremation or burial in 
their homes and companies existed for 
the purpose of propping up and sus- 
taining houses. 

Emperor Augustus limited the height 
of new houses that opened upon the 
streets to about 68 feet in order to 
make less frequent such disasters.

The Snipers, Squeeze-Pennies and Stay- 
at-Homes who defeated the recent Greater 
Grady bond election may find at least a 
grain of comfort in the similar experience 
of Tifton, the thriving little South Georgia 
city. 

Tifton recently held a municipal bond 
election, covering $1,700 in improvements 
for waterworks; $13,000 for schools, and 
$7,000 for a fire department. All of these 
carried overwhelmingly. The submission 
of $8,000 for a city hall lacked only one 
vote of going through. The reason assigned 
for its failure is that the voters thought 
$8,000 not enough to spend for a city hall. 

In the body of the dispatch reporting 
the election this significant sentence oc- 
curs: 

“The main difficulty was in securing a 
constitutional majority of two-thirds of the 
registered vote.” 

Atlanta experienced the same difficulty, 
which, in our instance, proved temporarily 
decisive. 

But Atianta’s impulse toward standard- 
ization was defeated by the Snipers and 
Tight-Wads. 

The Snipers and Tight-Wads seem to be 
under tolerably good control in Tifton. 

The example of this bustling city ought 
to galvanize every Atlantan worthy the 
name into action. 

The first desideratum is to agitate for the 
submission of the constitutional amend. 
ment that will authorize the use of a mu- 
nicipality’s credit upon two-thirds of the 
yotes cast rather than two-thirds of the 
votes registered. That antiquated provi- 
gion is the proved friend of the Snipers and 
Tight-Wads. It enables them to block prog. 
ress by the simple expedient of staying 
away from the polls. A corporal’s guard of 
them pursuing this course can nullify the 
overwhelming progressive sentiment of the 
community. 

It is a safe assertion that the majority 
of municipalities in Georgia will 
Atlanta's lead in getting the submission 
of legislation through the house and  be- 
fore the people. 

Tifton is simply another example of the 
city that suffers because of this outworn 
and superfluous check. 

These cities can be mustered behind the 
movement for amendment. And, as Ivan 
Allen says, the fight for the amendment 
and its submission will flush the Snipers 
into the open. Once there, the progressive 
element will know how to neutralize their

Chalk up another healthful innovation

business pays the cost. 

Hence the wisdom of the tent office on 
the white house lawn. He is applying the 
principle that educators long ago discov- 
ered with students and physicians with 
patients. That principle is that both mind 
and body function infinitely more normally 
and untiringly in fresh than in foul air; 
that while mental alertness is increased, 


mental endurance is stimulated, and that; 


one comes to the end of the day’s work 
without that fag natural to negotiating the 
“peak-load.” 

It is a pity’ the tent office,idea cannot 
be applied throughout the country. Sum- 
mer in the cities would be less a season of 
dread, less a period of inertia, of enforced 
vacations and ravages of disease. For the 
same oxygen that keeps one’s faculties 
keyed up also raises the blood count and 
fortifies the infinitesimal little soldiers in 
the blood-stream that war constantly 
against evil germs. 

The basic-priuciple of working, playing 
and sleeping in fresh air is indeed catch- 
ing on throughout the country. Offices, 
factories and houses increasingly are be- 
ing built with deference to it. Upen the de 
gree in which the observance becomes 
universal depends a national efficiency 
greater than that ever conceived in the 
fevered brain-pan of Brandeis himself. 


EDUCATING 710 THE FARM. 


One’ county in Iowa has found a way to 
keep boys and-girls on the farm. The whole 
idea ig to so direct common school educa- 
tion as to endow life in the country with 
something like the fascination approach- 
ing life in the city. 

“Farm and £@“Fireside,’’ published 
Springfield, Ohio, describes the manner 
which this has been accomplished. It is 
said that in two years the sentiment of 
the scholars ag between farm and city un- 
derwent a wonderful change. Our  con- 
temporary continues: 


What had made the change? Just 
this: the teachers had been given more 
practical work to do in the schools. 
They had been giving the teaching a 
farm slant. They had been working in 
the schools on farm matters, and the 
girls had been studying cooking, sew- 
ing, housekeeping and the care of the 
house and children. And they had for- 
gotten about leaving the farm. They 
had been doing pleasant, interesting, 
practical work, and they were happy. 
They had come to see that there is 
just as fascinating work, just as in- 
tellectual work, just as big work in 
the country as any of them could ex- 
pect to get in the city—and much 
higher work than most of them could 
expect. I think few farmers in that 
county would begrudge high wages to 
teachers doing that sort of work. 


The lowa idea is valuable to a certain 
extent. It points the wisdom of employing 
teachers who can inculcate practical farm 
usefulness and the profit of country life. 
But if we are to keep our youth on the 
farm, in general and national terms, the 
process must go farther than this. 

The level of recreation and self-improve- 
ment facilities in the country must in- 
crease side by side with changes in. the 
school curriculum. Heretofore, one of the 
things that have driven people to the cities 
has been monotony in the rural districts. 
Whether the city lure was well or falsely 
founded, it held a definite attraction. And 
it has become necessary to find some sub- 
stitute for this in the country, if the trend 
cityward is to be given a universal halt. 

The French and Germans have best met 
this condition by devising farm colonies 
The farmers over a wide area are gathered 
in dwellings that form a group. From 
these, they go each morning to their regu- 
lation occupations. The grouping plan 
does away with isolation and. supplies the 
social life, ordinarily lacking in the coun- 
try. America, with its rural free delivery 
routes, its rural phones and its daily and 
tri-weekly newspapers, offers an even more 
hopeful field for the development of the 
colony idea than does Europe.

COTTON MATHER. 


By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash.” 


Cotton Mather was born in Boston in 
1663 and was graduated from Harvard col- 
lege at the age of 15. At the age of 18 he 
was assistant pastor of his father’s Con- 
gregational church and at 25 was minister 
of the largest congregation in New England, 
and was giving advice to governors, law- 
yers and such odd kings as applied for it. 

It will thus be geen that Cotton Mather 
was a very learned man. In fact, he knew 
more Greek and Latin than most college pro- 
fessors and was one of the best writers in 
America. His life is used by posterity not 
to illustrate the great value of learning, 
but to prove how distantly related learning 
and wisdom may be, for this same Cotton 
Mather, who was so stuffed with educa- 
tion that his brow protruded like the breast 
of a pouter pigeon, was the man who start- 
ed the witchcraft prosecutions in Salem in 
1692. 

Mather was at that time twenty-nine 
years old and could out-quote anyone in the

colonies in literature and religion. But he 
believed in witches, and started out to hang 
those which afflicted Salem. If he had not 
been so learned it would not have been so 
serious. As it was, his college diploma 
proved fatal to a number of inoffensive peo- 
ple. A little learning is a dangerous thing, 
but not half as serious as a large wad of 
bad?y digested information. 

Later on Cotton Mather sobered up spirit- 
ually and regretted his crusade against 
witches very much indeed. However, the al- 
leged witches remained dead. 

Mather came near to being elected presi- 
dent of Harvard college in 1707, but the 
liberals of that time were too strong and 
he was defeated. Later on he persuaded 
Elihu Yale, of New Haven, to start a col- 
lege. This was the beginning of Yale col- 
lege, and every time Yale has beaten 
Harvard in football since then Cotton 
Mather has chuckled softly in his tomb. 

Mather was very hard on the witches, 
but later in life he made up for it by in- 
troducing vaccination into this country. 
Enemies of the idea threatened his life, but 
with invincible courage he tried it on his 
son and worked for its adoption. Thus he 
probably saved more lives from smallpox 
than he took during his eartier brainstorm, 
and should, after all, be regarded as a pub- 
lic benefactor.

STATES POLITICAL GRIND 


HARRIS AND THOMAS ENTRY WILL 
STIR UP THINGS POLITICALLY 


Scarcely had the words of the prediction, 
that politics would assume a lively aspect 
this week, been written than forth came the 
official announcement of W. J. Harris, direc- 
tor of the census and chairman of the state 


democratic committee, as a candidate for 
governor. Close on the heels of this an- 
nouncement came a special dispatch from 
Valdosta that Judge W. E. Thomas would 
positively make his announcement within 
the next few days. 


Mr. Harris’ announcement did not come 
as a surprise. For weeks he has given out 
assurances that he would run. As for Judge 
Thomas, he has done little talking—practical- 
ly none, in fact. His friends in South Georgia 
have done the talking for him, and so well 
have they talked that it looks as if he can- 
not well go against their wishes in the 
matter. 


Some four weeks ago Judge Thomas came 
to Atlanta and had conferences with several 
of his friends. At that time he made no 
secret of the fact that he would like to be 
governor of Georgia, but he stated that he 
would not act hurriedly in the matter. He 
wanted to look over the situation carefully 
from all angles before committing himself 
definitely. He was not misled by the en- 
thusjasm of his friends in his own section. 
He wanted to find out what people in other 
parts of the state thought of his candidacy. 
So he remained quiet. Apparently he has 
come to the conclusion that the enthusiasm 
of his friends was justified, if it be true 
that he will make a definite announcement. 

There was talk about this time of a con- 
ference between Judge Thomas and Judge 
N. E. Harris, of. Macon, but it came to noth- 
ing. Judge Harris got squarely in the race 
and is in it to stay. 

All along the probable attitude of Judge 
Thomas has been the cause of speculation, 
and more than one prospective candidate has 
held back pending his decision. The same 
thing applies to Solicitor Hugh M. Dorsey. 
As has been repeatedly stated, Mr. Dorsey has 
received countless letters and telegrams urg- 
ing him to make the race, but he has had 
time to reply to none of them, the duties of 
his position making him one of the busiest 
men in Georgia at the present time. 


On Saturday Mr. Dorsey stated that he 
would make known his plans about June l. 
This is the most definite statement he has 
made. 

Should Mr. Dorsey decide to run he will 
prove a strong factor and his entry would 
cause the liveliest sort of a campaign. 

There@-is one more possibility. W. H. Bur- 
well, o Pparta, speaker of the house, has not 
said much of late, but his friends are still 
booming him. Mr. Burwell is aligned with 
no faction. His record as speaker of the

house has made him many friends and he is 
strong in middle Georgia. 

About six weeks ago it was a difficult 
matter to keep track of the candidates and 
the near candidates for governor. Suddenly 
interest seemed to die out and the three 
avowed entries—Anderson, Hardman and 
Harris, of Macon—had the field to them- 
selves. Now, it would seem, the situation 
of six weeks ago is to be reproduced.

BY DELEGATE BROWN

Washington, May 
Few of the Georgia delegates to the 
Baltimore convention have yet replied 
to the letter addressed to them by Sen- 
ator Thomas P.,Gore, of Oklahoma, ask- 
ing their impréssions of the tolls sub- 
sidy plank in the last’ national plat- 
form.

‘T know nothing about the free tolls 
for coastwise shipping plank inserted 
in the platform,’ writes Mr. Brown. “I 
am heartily in favor of the repeal of 
the provision. I think all ships ought 
to pay toll, and in this way the people 
will gwet the benefit of the canal and 
the money we have spent on it.”

Compulsory Unionism. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

The state of civil war, with all its 
horrors, that has arisen in Colorado 
through the efforts of a small number 
of miners, members of a labor union, 
to compel their employers to hire 
only union labor directs renewed at- 
tention to a very impressive manner 
to the clauses of the revised anti-trust 
bill now pending congress. This meas- 
ure represents the extreme to which 
the present administration has gonc 
in its dickering for the support and 
favor of the labor union members. Ever 
since President Wilson has assumed 
office, the most persistent pressure 
has been brought to bear upon him and 
members of his party to procure the 
enactment of laws having for their ob- 
ject, substantially, a compulsory un- 
ionizing of labor and the erection of 
the ‘“‘closed shop” in every branch of 
the country’s business. 

The administration has not wholly 
succumbed to this, but with every en- 
deavor to be charitable, we are bound 
to say that it has gone a great way 
toward yielding. Last summer he rep- 
resentatives of the labor unions were 
able-to get congress to insert a clause 
in the deficiency appropriation bill 
providing that none of the $360,000 ap- 
propriated for the department of jus- 
tice should be spent in any prosecu- 
tions directed against farmers and la- 
bor unions under the Sherman law. 
President Wilson signed the bill, re- 
luctantly, as he said, and only because 
the department of justice had other 
funds on hand by means of which it 
could conduct a prosecution of farm- 
ers and labor unions if it desired to 
do so. Nevertheless the department of 
justice has never instituted any such 
prosecution, although abundant 
grounds have been offered for action in 
numberless instances; and it is clear 
that the department was not  over- 
supplied with funds for any purpose, 
as otherwise it would not have made 
application to congress for a deficiency 
appropriation. Now, in the revised anti- 
trust bill the general effort of the 
kind described has been renewed and 
with even greater force. 

Without going further into the sub- 
tleties and metaphysics of these mat- 
ters, is it not enough .to consider what 
a monstrous public disgrace it would 
be if the government of the United 
States were hampered in its déedlings 
with such outrages as those*that have 
beer perpetrated in Colorado by any 
such “revision” of existing law as has 
been alluded to? Can there be anv 
doubt that if this proposal becomes 
law it will not pass muster in the 
courts? What is now sought to be 
done in congress is to legalize con- 
spiracy by certain classes of people. 
The ie gi will certainly fail; and we 
are gle to notice that even the dem- 
ocratic members, or many of them, of 
the committee of the United States 


senate on interstate commerce have de-’ 


clared against it.
